Closure of Tesco distribution centre 
puts hundreds at risk of redundancy

UP to 800 jobs are set to be axed in 
Harlow after supermarket giant Tesco 
this week confirmed plans to close its 
regional distribution centre at Pinna¬ 
cles. 

The firm will shut down its sprawling 
fresh food depot in Flex Meadow in 
August as part of a “strategic review” of 
its distribution network. 

A spokesman for the chain - which 
posted a half-year pre-tax profit of 
£1.9bn last month - claimed staff 
affected by the closure would be 
offered the opportunity to relocate to 
one of two new depots in Reading and 
Dag-enham. 

“We are working with affected col¬ 
leagues to support them at this diffi¬ 
cult time,” he added. “We’ll do every¬ 
thing we can to find alternative roles 
within Tesco for as many people as 
possible.” 

But angry workers have pointed out 
that the nearest of the two new distri¬ 
bution centres is a 45-minute drive 
away in Dagenham, while anyone 
switching to the Reading depot would 
face a 150-mile round trip to get to and 
from work every day. 

“There are people who have worked 
at this depot for over 20 years - they’re 



not going to uproot their families and 
move to Reading or Dagenham,” one 
staff member told the Star. 

“Tesco know that most people will 
probably opt for redundancy, leaving 
the door open for them to recruit low¬ 
er-paid agency workers.” 

Another employee said: “Staff work¬ 
ing here have known this has been on 
the cards for a long time. It was more a 
question of‘when’, not ‘if’.

“But it doesn’t make it any easier for 
the 800 or so people whose livelihoods 
rely on their jobs here. Relocation sim¬ 
ply won’t be an option for many.” 

The Star understands that Tesco 
management met with union repre¬ 
sentatives on Monday to inform them 
of the decision.

MR backs car part petition 

FIARLOW MP Robert Halfon is backing a 
petition against Labour-controlled 
Flarlow Council’s recent decision to 
scrap free parking in the town’s smaller 
shopping districts.

Travis McIntyre, who lives H 
near the spot in Howard Way H 
where 20-year-old Eystna ■ 
Blunnie was allegedly killed W 
by her ex-fiancee Tony V 
McLernon, told Chelmsford ^ 
Crown Court: “I have never 
heard a scream like it before. It 
was horrific.” 

“It was like every thump I heard, 
every whack. I could hear the 
whack in the scream. There must 
have been three of those at first. I 
describe it as like someone hitting 
something hollow, like hitting a 
hollow tree. 

“The scream changed. A con¬ 
tinuous sound and then a bang in 
the sound so I knew she was get¬ 
ting hurt, attacked. The scream¬ 
ing stopped as I went to get in my 
van but the thumping, the bang¬ 
ing never stopped.” 

McLernon (24), of North Grove, 
Harlow, denies murdering Miss 
Blunnie in the early hours of June 
27 last year near a bench at the 
junction with Arkwrights. She 
was 40-weeks pregnant at the 
time and due to give birth to their 
daughter - who also died - a few 
days later. 

The prosecution claim that 
McLernon, fuelled by alcohol and 
cannabis, was angry that Miss 
Blunnie had texted his current 
girlfriend. The jury was told 
McLernon had bullied and been 
violent towards Miss Blunnie 
since their relationship began in 
April 2011. 

In one text to a friend sent on 
June 23, McLernon had said he 
was going to “knife” Miss Blunnie. 
In another message sent to a 
cousin he said: “I swear I’m going 
to prison Monday. My ex is proper 


" P trying to ruin 
my relationship 
with my girl”. 

The court head evi¬ 
dence from lorry driver Eric 
Golding, who was travelling along 
Howard Way at 2.50am when 
there was no traffic or other 
pedestrians around. 

He said he saw something in the 
road near a pedestrian crossing 
and stopped. “Something caught 
my eye,” he said. “I saw a person 
to the right, a male, take off - he 
hit the panic button straight away 
on the other side of the turning to 
Arkwrights. I saw his back. He was 
definitely in his 20s. 

“I got out the cab and tried to get 
a response from the person in the 
road but there was no response. I 
dialled 999 for an ambulance.” 

The prosecution claim that 
after killing Miss Blunnie, 
McLernon told friend Karen 
Winnis that Miss Blunnie was 
dead and he was “having a bad 
day.” 

Ms Winnis said McLernon told 
her he was “the last person to see 
her” and that if the authorities 
found out he had done it he would 
“do time for murder.” 

“I asked him if he was the last 
person to see her and he said ‘yes’. 
I suggested he could be in trouble 
because he was the last person 
and it could be down to him. He 
lost his temper.” 

She said she had given him a hug 


and he had replied: “I got no more 
tears left.” 

McLernon’s father, Ian, told the 
court he received a series of text 
messages and phone calls from 
his son in the early hours. One 
read “f***, call me please” while in 
another he wrote: “Scared, call 
me xx”. 

Mr McLernon told the court he 
phoned his son who said: “I think 
I’ve killed Estyna”. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) a Home 
Office forensic pathologist ruled 
out the possibility Miss Blunnie 
had died after being hit by a vehi¬ 
cle. 

Dr Nathaniel Carey said she had 
died from head injuries due to 
multiple blunt force impacts to 
the head and face. She had wide¬ 
spread bruising to the brain and it 
was likely those impacts were 
through “punching or kicking or 
stamping or a combination”. 

He said she had no fractured 
bones which would be expected 
in a road traffic collision. 

Referring to Miss Blunnie’s 
unborn baby, Dr Carey said a post 
mortem examination was carried 
out on the foetus at Great Ormond 
Street Hospital. He said it was at 
full term and had been healthy. 

McLernon denies murdering Ms 
Blunnie and a charge of child 
destruction by wilfully causing 
the death of an unborn child. The 
defence is expected to open their 
case today (Thursday).

Council urged to bid for Enterprise Zone funding 


COUNCIL chiefs in Harlow have 
welcomed news that Govern¬ 
ment funding is being made 
available to boost the develop¬ 
ment of the town’s proposed 
Enterprise Zone. 

Whitehall is calling on EZs 
across the country to bid for a 
share of £59m to help speed up 
the completion of key infrastruc¬ 
ture projects. 

Harlow Council and its partners 
have identified schemes needed 
to help generate private sector 
investment and job creation in 
the Harlow Enterprise Zone, 
which is split across two sites at 
London Road and Templefields 


North East. 

These include a new Mil junc¬ 
tion and other road improve¬ 
ments throughout the town, cre¬ 
ation of a MedTech Innovation 
Centre in partnership with 
Anglia Ruskin University and the 
development of an Advanced 
Manufacturing Excellence Cent¬ 
re. 

The Enterprise Zone, which has 
the potential to create up to 5,000 
jobs, will focus on businesses 
from the health and allied indus¬ 
tries, advanced manufacturing 
and information communication 
technology sectors. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon said: 


“The EZ will unlock thousands of 
new jobs over the next few years, 
supported by a new junction on 
the Mil - something that I have 
campaigned very hard for since 
2004. 

“I strongly urge Harlow Council 
to bid for a generous slice of this 
£59m and also to keep the public 
regularly updated on progress.” 

Council leader Mark Wilkinson 
said: “We believe that the Gov¬ 
ernment investment will ensure 
that the Harlow Enterprise Zone 
can encourage investment from 
the private sector and create the 
jobs that are needed in the 
town.” 


It’s not all jobs gloom 
as Poundland plans 
new distribution unit

BUDGET shopping chain Pound- 
land has unveiled proposals for 
a 20-acre distribution centre at 
Pinnacles in Harlow. 

In the same week as Tesco 
announced it was closing its 
Harlow fresh food depot with the 
potential loss of 800 jobs, 
Poundland unveiled plans for a 
new base in Harlow which is 
expected to provide work for 
more than 600 people by 2016. 

The centre, which will service 
the company’s stores across the 
UK, will be built on the site of 
the existing Pitney Bowes and 
GlaxoSmithKline buildings off 
Elizabeth Way. 

A public exhibition of the plans 
and scheme drawings was held 
yesterday (Wednesday) at Harl¬ 
ow Town Football Club. 

According to the application, 
the aim is to redevelop existing 
buildings and provide an 
“upgrade” in the quality of the 
landscape surrounding the new 
single storey centre. 

Poundland’s proposed plans 
form part of a £40m investment 


for the company. Occupation of 
the building is scheduled for 
early next year. 

Councillor Tony Durcan, 
Harlow Council’s cabinet portfo¬ 
lio holder for regeneration and 
enterprise, said: “The news of 
Tesco’s distribution centre clo¬ 
sure is disappointing. Although 
this is clearly a huge blow, busi¬ 
nesses continue to look at relo¬ 
cating and investing in Harlow. 

“Poundland’s proposed plans 
for Pinnacles and the Harlow 
Enterprise Zone prove this. 

“This is a major proposal and 
the pre-planning application 
consultation by Poundland will 


enable residents to look at the 
proposals and to make their 
views known early in the pro¬ 
cess.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
added: “Obviouly these plans are 
yet to be confirmed and accept¬ 
ed, but if it does go through - and 
I very much hope that it does - it 
will be the most fantastic news 
for our town and will create hun¬ 
dreds of jobs. 

“Poundland is a fantastic store 
creating value for money and I 
urge that businesses and local 
support it as it could be the best 
thing to happen to Harlow ami¬ 
dst recent news.”

will take place before the final 
number of redundancies can be 
confirmed. 

Both Harlow Council and local 
MP Robert Halfon are now seek¬ 
ing urgent talks with Tesco 
management over the closure 
plans. 

Councillor Tony Durcan, cabi¬ 
net member for regeneration 
and enterprise, told the Star: 
“This is disappointing news and 
our immediate priority is to sup¬ 
port those affected. 

“We will be working closely 
with Tesco to ensure local work¬ 
ers receive support, and we will 
also look to work with other 
organisations to provide infor¬ 
mation and advice on redun¬ 
dancy, retraining and applying 
for jobs to those affected.” 


Mr Halfon said he had 
arranged to meet with the 
Government’s business minis¬ 
ter David Willis to discuss ways 
of mitigating the impact of the 
depot closure on the local 
economy. 

“This is truly shocking news 
and my heart goes out to all 
those hundreds of workers 
affected by this closure,” he 
added. 

“I have already contacted 
Tesco’s management to 
express my disappointment 
at the plans and to seek 
assurances that as many 
staff as possible will retain 
their jobs in the move. 

“Obviously this is very bad 
news for Harlow and I will 
be doing everything in my 
power to help staff get the 
support they need.”

Ex-solicitor found 
guilty of contempt 
over McCann slurs 


A RETIRED solicitor from Har¬ 
low has received a suspended 
prison sentence after publish¬ 
ing claims that the parents of 
missing toddler Madeleine 
McCann had covered up their 
daughter’s death. 

Tony Bennett (65), formerly of 
Chippingfield, Old Harlow, but 
now living in Ongar, was found 
guilty of contempt of court after a 
judge ruled he had deliberately 
flouted legal undertakings impo¬ 
sed in November 2009 barring 
him from repeating allegations 
about Gerry and Kate McCann. 

At London’s High Court on Thu¬ 
rsday, Mr Justice Tugendhat said 
the 65-year-old’s conduct was so 
serious that nothing less than a 
custodial sentence of three 
months suspended for one year 
would reflect the harm he had 
done. 

“I am sure he intended to allege 
the claimants are to be suspected 
of causing the death of their 
daughter and did in fact dispose 
of her body, lie about what hap¬ 
pened and covered up what they 
had done,” said the judge. 

He added he was satisfied Benn-

tt was in breach of the undertak¬ 
ings in each of the 13 representa¬ 
tive instances before the court - 
out of 153 publications com¬ 
plained of. 

He was not asked to make find¬ 
ings in relation to other alleged 
breaches. 

He said the McCanns, who were 
not in court, had suffered injury 
to their reputations and feelings 
and had resorted to legal action 
not to punish Mr Bennett but to 
“make him stop”. 

Bennett, who was alsi 
ordered to pay legal costs 
estimated to be in the 
region of £300,000, had 
tried to get the case 
against him struck out 
as an “abuse of pro 
cess”. 

He claimed 
the right to 
freedom of 
speech under 
the European 
Convention 
on Human 




Rights and said he had only 
repeated allegations made by 
others about there being no evi¬ 
dence of Madeleine’s abduction. 

But the judge dismissed his 
defence, reminding the defende- 
ant he was not being sued for 
libel. 

“It is essential for the rule of law 
that injunctions and court orders 
be obeyed,” he said. 

“It can’t be an answer that the 
person who is giving an under¬ 
taking or subject to an injunction 
can ignore it with impunity while 
it is in force.” 

Bennett, who asked for 
time to pay off the litiga¬ 
tion costs, apologised 
to the court. 

“I recognise the dis¬ 
tress I have caused on 
a number of occa¬ 
sions to the claim¬ 
ants,” he said. “I 
would like to 
apologise to 
them for that 
distress.”

Son’s disgust at elderly dad’s wait for ambulance 


AN 83-year-old man who broke his 
shoulder after a fall at home was 
left waiting two hours for an ambu¬ 
lance. 

Raymond Morton, of Bush Fair, 
was getting dressed on Saturday 
when he fell badly and was unable 
to get back up. 

The emergency services were 
called and the operator said an 
ambulance would soon be dis¬ 
patched. After 30 minutes Mr 
Morton’s son David called the em¬ 
ergency number again, only to be 
told no ambulances were availa¬ 
ble. 

David (48), of Old Harlow said: “A 


rapid response vehicle arrived 
around 40 minutes after the first 
call but my dad couldn’t be moved. 
He needed a stretcher and obvi¬ 
ously rapid response vehicles do 
not have that. 

“He was waiting in lots of pain 
and discomfort on the floor for 
around two hours and I’m disgust¬ 
ed by this. It is awful to have to wait 
this long for an emergency service. 

“Dad is quite a frail man and he 
shouldn’t have waited that long. An 
emergency can happen at any 
time; just saying it’s a Saturday and 
it’s busy is awful.” 

Gary Sanderson, a spokesman for 


the East of England Ambulance 
Service, said: “We received a call at 
9.53am and it was coded Green 2, 
which is classed as serious but not 
life-threatening and requires a 
30-minute response. The amb¬ 
ulance response car arrived at the 
scene at 10.23am. 

“The majority of calls the trust 
receives are not potentially life- 
threatening and a response for a 
less seriously ill person would 
range between 20 minutes to an 
hour. 

“Of course, when we dispatch an 
ambulance we try and get there as 
quickly as we can.”

This was the deliberate policy of 
Margaret Thatcher to destroy council 
housing. Receipts from these sell-offs 
will no doubt be used to build some 
‘affordable ‘housing’ - that is housing 
which will be cheaper until it’s sold on 
- but as the ‘squeezed middle’ could 
never hope even to generate a deposit 
on a mortgage, these builds favour 
those with money or with parents 
who have money! 

Halfon’s one notable campaign was 
to save drivers 3p a litre on petrol 
through a suspension of the ‘fuel 
escalator.’ A week after George 
Osborne’s concession, the fuel giants 
put up prices by 4p a litre. If this is the 
best our MP can do, one must suggest 
that a cut in fuel duty only helps those 
who can afford to help those who can 
afford fuel or have a car. For those 
existing on a combination of state 
pension and small workplace 
pensions, it provides nothing. 

As for the preposterous reasoning 
that, because a bunch of rich people 
evaded tax or took their business 
abroad, we should not have higher 
taxes provides us with a cycle of 
absurdity. The people involved, many 
of whom are not even British citizens, 
should therefore dictate government 


policy? Only a Tory could think so 
shallowly. 

A while ago Robert Halfon started 
re-branding himself ‘MP for Harlow 
and the villages’. This was because 
the Tories hoped to gerrymander the 
borders to create themselves a 
permanent majority by tying working 
towns like Harlow to a load of stock¬ 
broker and dormitory villages having 
no community of interest. When this 
attempt collapsed, his extended title 
suddenly disappeared.

Lessons of history must 
help to guide the future 

SIR, While the headline ‘Today”s 
fight is different from that of 30 years 
ago’ is a justified summary of the 
thrust of Cllr Tony Durcan’s letter 
(Star, February 14), it is in itself a 
false statement and in more ways 
than one. 

I was not a councillor 30 years ago; 
that came a year later in 1984. On 
looking into the record of events for 
that year I am reminded just how 
strongly Labour’s council policy was 
then orientated towards bettering the 
lot of the whole community in every 
respect. 

The period of calamity which I 
specifically drew attention to was in 
the years 1991-93. These were the 
years of rate-capping when we were 
severely tested as councillors. 

In Cllr Durcan’s letter, this period 
seems to have been marginalised 
when apparently set against the 
stresses faced by the present Labour 
group of councillors. Even so, I find it 
very difficult to understand in which 


way, if at all, the battles of today are 
significantly different in any aspect to 
those experienced in my time (1984- 
2000). 

Cllr Durcan states that because 
Labour was not in control for 10 years 
prior to 2012 there is a lack of 
experience in the current majority 
group. In this view he mirrors part of 
a speech that I made last November at 
a well-attended public meeting 
regarding the Harlow Welfare Rights 
and Advice Service crisis. 

The fact is that whilst Labour was not 
in control, it was never absent from 
the council chamber. Moreover, 
throughout 2011 Labour was openly 
and seriously expecting to regain 
control of the council after the 2012 
elections, as did happen. 

Cllr Durcan can describe himself as 
one of the most experienced of senior 
Labour councillors. Surely it must 
have occurred to him, if to no other 
senior Labour people, that a lot of 
attention needed be given to 
preparing their candidates for the 
expected task? 

There is a well-known tactic in 
politics that when being effectively 
criticised on one matter you change 
the subject to something else and seek 
to patronise your critic in an effort to 
marginalise their credibility. The 
‘good news’ paragraph in Cllr 
Durcan’s reply to my criticism is an 
example of this ploy being used badly. 
It is flawed in as much as his 
proclaimed ability of Labour to now 
build council houses comes only as a 
direct result of the Tories’ Localism 
Act which now regulates local 
authority housing. 

Cllr Durcan excels when writing so 
sympathetically of one living in 
history, by implication not moving 
with the times and perhaps therefore 
deficient in a credible intellect. He 


tells me local government is now 
different to my time 30 years ago and 
that we can and should learn from 
history, but we can’t go back and live 
in history. 

I am not aware of anything in my 
criticism that advocates such a 
sublimely idiotic ambition. What I do 
believe is that the lessons of history 
do inform the present and should 
guide the future for genuine 
humanitarian progress. That is, of 
course, if we wish to avoid endlessly 
repeating the same mistakes. 

It requires honesty, courage, 
determination and a sense of 
common social justice for all whilst 
righting or preventing further 
injustice. This is another area where 
Labour struggles in its desire to exert 
conventional control of Harlow 
Council.

I T was the proudest moment 
in the history of Harlow

“They were stopping vehicles at 
random to check for alcohol, but 
when they stopped us they were 
evidently quite shocked to find 
the chairman of Harlow Council 
on board! 

“They were obviously 
impressed by his chains of 
office, because the officer in 
charge said he would be 
honoured to provide us with a 
police escort for the rest of our 
journey! 

“True to his word, we soon 
found ourselves in the enviable 
position of being able to cut 
through the traffic with police

Sadly, the Hawks weren’t so 
fortunate, and Watford ended 
the team’s incredible cup run 
with a 4-3 win against the Berger 
Isthmian League minnows. 

But the game was far from one¬ 
sided, and battling Harlow Town 
pushed their opponents all the 
way to the final whistle in a 
match that saw Watford record 
its biggest attendance of the 
season.

River rescuers pull 
pensioner to safety

TWO work colleagues who res¬ 
cued a pensioner after he fell 
from his boat into freezing cold 
water have been praised for sav¬ 
ing his life. 

The 65-year-old slipped over¬ 
board near Rye House in 
Hoddesdon as he was tieing his 
boat up to the river bank. 

Steve Page, who lives in the 
Staple Tye area of Harlow, and 
work pal Gavin Butler were hav¬ 
ing a lunchtime drink in a near¬ 
by pub when the incident hap¬ 
pened. At first they laughed it off 
but when they spotted the man 
clinging to the bank and strug¬ 
gling to pull himself out of the 
water they sprang into action. 

They sprinted 100 yards down 
the river bank and managed to 
grab the man and drag him out 
to safety. The pair were aided by 
roofer Steve Cleak. 

The pensioner, a retired welder 
who asked not be named, said he 
didn’t know how much longer he 
would have lasted in the icy 
water without help. 

“I just overbalanced when I was 
tieing my boat up and I was in 
there for about 10 minutes or so,” 
he said. “My legs were blue; the 
bank is quite high down there 
and there’s no way to get yourself 
out. 

“I really don’t know how much 
longer I would’ve lasted in there. 
I was thinking about where I 
could go to get out and then I saw 
them running down towards 
me. “I’m really lucky - I’m not 
sure know how they saw me out 
of the window,as it’s quite a dis¬ 
tance away, but I’m glad they 
came!” 

After being pulled from the 
water, he changed his clothes 


and was then given a cup of soup 
by staff at the Rye House pub. 

The man later returned to the 
pub to buy his rescuers a pint of 
beer - but the embarrassed pair 
turned the offer down. 

Steve (55), who works as chief 
mechanic at Hoddesdon Plant 
Hire, said: “The old guy had just 
come cruising down the river 
from the direction of Stanstead 
Abbotts and pulled up and 
stepped off the boat. 

“The next thing I saw was him 
disappearing behind the boat 
and a big plume of water come 
up. We sat there looking for a 
while and thought he must have 
pulled himself out, but then we 
noticed he was still in there so 
we ran down the river to the bit 
of the bank where he was. He 
was a good three feet down and 
hanging on for grim life.” 

Steve added: “When he had 
warmed up a bit he told us his 


legs had gone purple and he 
wouldn’t have managed to hold 
on much longer because of the 
cold. 

“He was on his own and luckily 
we spotted him because anyone 
on their own would struggle to 
get out. I’ve got a riverboat 
myself and I was saying the other 
day they should have a couple of 
ladders on the banks to give peo¬ 
ple half a chance of getting out.” 

Gavin, who owns Hoddesdon 
Plant Hire, said his actions were 
instinctive. “Steve spotted the 
old guy had fallen off the back of 
his boat,” he said. “We had a 
laugh about it as you would, but 
then after a while we saw the 
boat was half drifting on its own 
and he was gripping on the side 
of the river half-dead. 

“I honestly don’t know how he 
survived, when we got him out 
he couldn’t stand up and he was 
struggling to talk.”

Dairy foods, such as cheese is particularly good for 
teeth, or plain yoghurt with added fresh fruit is a tasty 
alternative for children. Plain biscuits, such as water 
biscuits, breadsticks, cream crackers are all preferable as 
they are high in unsaturates. These are all safe snacks 
for teeth. 

Full fat cow's milk is the most nutritious option for a 
snack time drink, from 12 months onward. Chilling, 
and allowing children to pour out their own servings 
from a jug, can increase its attractiveness. Tea, Coffee, 
fizzy drinks and colas (regular and diet) should be 
avoided 


Toothbrushing for your family 

There are 1,440 minutes in the day So when you put 
it like that, four minutes out of your or your children's 
day to brush your teeth doesn't sound like too much to 
ask for! Around one in four adults skip brushing their 
teeth at least once a day, and the average time spent 
brushing is JUST 45 seconds!!! Change your habits 
now. 

There is evidence to suggest that the preventive action 
of toothbrushing can be maximised if the following 
principles are followed: 

Children aged up to 3 years have supervised tooth 
brushing. 

• As soon as teeth erupt in the mouth teeth should 
be brushed twice daily. 

• Sugar free medicines should be used. 

• The frequency and amount of sugary food and 
drinks should be reduced and when consumed 
limited to mealtimes. Sugars should not be 
consumed more than four times a day. 

• Children under 3 years should use no more than a 
smear of toothpaste and must not be permitted to 
eat or lick toothpaste from the tube. 

Children who are between 3-6 years should brush 
their teeth last thing at night and on one other 
occasion. 

• Brushing should be supervised by an adult. 

• Spit out after brushing but do not rinse. 

• Sugars should not be consumed more than four 
times a day. 

• Children between 3 and 6 should use no more 
than a pea sized amount of toothpaste. 

All children and young adults should brush twice daily 

• They should brush last thing and night and on one 
other occasion. 

• Use fluoridated toothpaste. 

• Spit out after brushing but rinsing is discouraged. 

• Sugars should not be consumed more than 4 
times a day. 

• Fluoride varnish, if appropriate, can be applied 
twice yearly by the dentist. 

• Disclosing tablets can help to indicate the children 
the areas that are being missed. 

All adolescents and adults should brush their teeth 
systematically twice daily with either a manual brush 
with a small head and round end filaments, a compact, 
angled arrangement of long and short filaments and 
comfortable handle or a powered toothbrush with an 
oscillating/rotating head. Flossing is good.

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Eat and drink but 

Studies have shown that food and drink are associated 
with erosion of teeth. There is likely to be individual 
variation in response to erosive effects of acids. The 
variation may be due to quantity and quality of saliva, 
individual habits with regard to frequency of eating 
and drinking, oral swishing, frothing and retention 
and toothbrushing after acid intake. Studies have 
shown that the following types of drinks, foods and 
medication have erosive potential: 

• Drinks containing citric acid - e.g. orange, 
grapefruit, lemon, blackcurrant 

• Carbonated drinks 

• Alcopops and designer drinks 

• Cider 

• White wine 

• Fruit teas (but not camomile) 

• Some sports drinks which contain acid 

• Acidic fresh fruit that are consumed with high 
frequency 

• Pickles 

• Chewable vitamin C tablets, aspirin, some iron 
preparations 

How to enjoy a 
healthy smile 

Visit your dentist regularly - A check up with your 
dentist at least once a year is crucial. Not only will they 
be able to identify oral health problems but it is also the 
perfect opportunity for a professional teeth cleaning. 

Maintain a healthy, balanced diet - The best recipe for 
strong teeth is a healthy and balanced diet. Eat plenty 
of fruit and vegetables and avoid acids that can cause 
dental erosion. Smoking and excessive alcohol intake 
are best avoided as they can cause serious health 
problems. 

Brush your teeth twice a day - Brush your teeth just 
before going to bed and at least one other time 
each day. However, do not brush immediately after 
consuming sugar rich foods or drinks. Ask your dentist 
which brushing technique, toothbrush and fluoride 
toothpaste is best for you. 

Avoid dry mouth - Everyone has a dry mouth once in 
a while sometimes as a result of medication. It's more 
than uncomfortable, as it can increase your risk of 
gum disease, tooth decay and mouth infections. Chew 
sugar free chewing gum for 20 minutes after eating or 
drinking to promote saliva flow and sip water regularly. 


be sure to think 

Take care of your dentures - All teeth, whether natural 
or replacement, deserve the same attention. As regular 
toothpaste is not recommended for full and partial 
dentures, use denture cleaner or white hand soap, but 
never use hot water. To keep them in top shape, don't 
wear them at night and check their fitness regularly. 

Clean between your teeth daily - A toothbrush can't 
reach everywhere. Use mouthwash and interdental 
cleaning aids, such as floss or interdental brushes to 
help remove food and plaque, where they build up 
between the teeth. Also remember to clean along the 
gumline, where teeth and gums meet. 

Bad breath - We all get bad breath from time to time, 
from smoking, from what we eat or drink or because 
of an infection in the mouth. You can often tell that 
you've got bad breath by an unpleasant taste in the 
mouth. Brushing your teeth or chewing sugar-free gum 
will help but if it continues visit your dentist as you 
might have an infection that needs treating. 

Remember: your oral health is part of your overall 
health and your quality of life - Maintaining good 
oral health helps you to avoid oral diseases and costly 
treatment. By taking good care of your teeth you also 
take care of your body, keeping up good oral hygiene 
habits is a great way to help you lead a healthier life 
and enjoy better overall health. 

Frequently asked questions 

What treatment can I get on the NHS? 

Check-ups, x rays, fillings, dentures and extractions 
are all available on the NHS, as well as many other 
treatments such as orthodontics. Because most family 
dentists offer both NHS and private care, it's a good 
idea to check, before your course of treatment begins 
or you pay for any treatment, whether you are being 
treated as an NHS patient. The cost of NHS dental care 
is set by the government, not by the dentist, and so is 
the same across the country. 

Am I entitled to NHS dental treatment? 

NHS dental care is available to everyone, but you will 
need to find a dentist who has the capacity to see you. 
The majority of NHS dental patients have to pay for 
their treatment, but you may be entitled to a reduction 
or even free treatment. 

Am I still registered with my dentist? 

The Government's changes mean that patients will no 
longer be registered with their dentist, but this does 


not mean that you cannot continue to see your usual 
dentist. When you ask for an appointment your dental 
practice will offer you one as soon as possible at a 
convenient time. 

Can I get free dental treatment? 

Most NHS patients will have to pay for their treatment, 
but some may be able to get a reduction or even get 
their treatment for free: 

NHS dental treatment is free to: 

• Children and young people under 18 

• Those under 19 in full time education 

• Mothers with a baby aged up to 12 months 

• Anyone receiving income support or family credit 

• Families with a certificate for full help with the cost 
of NHS services 

If you are on low income you may be able to get 
treatment for free or at a reduced cost. Ask your dental 
practice for an HC1 form or pick up an HC11 form. 
Dental treatment is free to pregnant women and for 
the first year after your baby's born. 

Can a dentist refuse to carry out NHS 
treatment? 

A dentist has a fixed capacity of NHS treatment and 
although there are no longer registration lists a dentist 
may not have the capacity to see you. If this is the case 
you will need to contact your local dental team which 
can put you in contact with another dentist who may 
be able to see you on the NHS or go to www.nhs.uk. 

Will I be charged if I miss my dental 
appointment? 

While a dental surgery can't charge you for not 
turning up, your dentist has the right to ask you to find 
another surgery if you continually miss appointments, 
usually after two or three "no shows" in a row. More 
importantly, by not turning up, you will stop someone 
who really needs a dentist from being seen. This is why 
it is important to give as much notice as possible when 
cancelling an appointment. 

Do I need a check up every six months? 

It used to be recommended that people see their 
dentist for a check-up every six months, but the 
national guidelines changed in 2004. Adults are 
recommended to have a check-up at least once every 
two years, and children at least once a year. However, 
your dentist will recommend how often you should 
see them, based on your current dental health. See 
the National Institute for Health and Clinical Excellence 
(NICE) website for more information about 'when your 
next dental check-up should be '.

Advice service 
in funding plea 
for court fight 


SUPPORTERS of Harlow’s embattled 
welfare rights and advice service have 
launched a fundraising drive as the 
organisation prepares to take its fight 
for survival to the High Court. 

HWRA is seeking a judicial review of 
Harlow Council's decision to terminate 
its contract and evict the service from its 
Advice Centre headquarters in West 
Square. 

Last week it lodged a formal application 
to start legal proceedings. 

Supporters of the service claim they 
were left with no other option following 
the council's refusal to mediate. 

More than £3,500 has already been 
added to a fighting fund set up by support 
group The Friends of HWRA (FoWRA) 
through fundraisers and private dona¬ 
tions, including a sold-out quiz night at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital Social club 
last month which raised £700 alone. 

But while the group has secured pro 
bono legal advice from solicitors and bar¬ 
risters, court costs and legal representa¬ 
tion fees mean they still need to raise 
more cash. 

Supporter Judy Chan, who organised a

soup lunch and a Dutch auction to raise 
money for the fighting fund, said: “So 
many people provided items for our auc¬ 
tion and sent in donations that I was left 
in no doubt that HWRA’s cause was sup¬ 
ported by countless Harlow people. 

“If [council leader] Mark Wilkinson 
really wants to listen to the voice of 
Harlow electors and council taxpayers, 
he should reverse the decision to lock the 
service out of its building.” 

FoWRA is now appealing to local clubs, 
groups and organisations to help raise 
further funds. 

Group chairman Cliff Moore said: “We 
hoped that common sense would prevail 
and that proper mediation could start. 

“There are moral as well as legal issues 
that need to be addressed. After all, it is 
Harlow residents who will suffer through 
loss of this service and the money it has 
brought into the town.” 

Donations can be left at the office of 
Harlow Credit Union, based on the first 
floor of Harlow Central Library.

Am-dram stalwarts 
living Life Of Riley 


TERMINAL illness might seem 
an unlikely subject matter for 
a comedy, but in the skilful 
hands of Alan Ayckbourn it’s 
the perfect platform for a 
riotous comedy. 

His 2010 play Life Of Riley, 
which opens Harlow am-dram 
group Moot House Players' 
landmark 60th season next 
week, is a perfect example of 
the prolific playwright's ability 
for wringing laughs out of the 
most sombre of occasions. 

As a group of friends gather to 
support gravely-ill pal George 
Riley through his final days,

Violent fairytale a full-on 
blood-soaked gory story 



HANSEL & GRETEL: WITCH HUNTERS 
certificate 15,1h28m 

DIRECTOR Tommy Wirkola puts a bloodthirsty 
new spin on the classic fairytale in this gleefully 
violent fantasy. 

Hansel & Gretel: Witch Hunters does exactly 
what it says in the snappy title - expands the 
story of two children held hostage by a crone in 
a gingerbread house into a full-blooded battle 
between the forces of good and evil. 

The script marries action movie convention 
with an olde-worlde setting, providing the 
titular heroes with an arsenal of pithy one- 
liners as they despatch the enemy. 

Hansel (Jeremy Renner) and his feisty sister 
Gretel (Gemma Arterton) had their first 
encounter with witches as children when they 
stumbled into a house made of delicious candy. 

Through luck and enterprise, the siblings flung 
the diabolical crone into her oven, establishing 
their reputation throughout the land as 
protectors against the dark arts. 

Hansel and Gretel grow up with a hatred for 
these shape-shifting creatures and devote every 
waking minute to hunting down witches with 
their ingenious homemade weapons. 

When several children from one sleepy village 
go missing, Sheriff Berringer (Peter Stormare) 
blames local woman Mina (Pihla Viitala) and 
prepares to burn her as a witch. 

The eponymous heroes intervene in the 
nick of time and Gretel settles the argument 
with a headbutt, freeing Mina who takes an 
immediate shine to smitten Hansel. 

The siblings then set about tracking down 
powerful grand witch Muriel (Famke Janssen), 
who is kidnapping local tykes as a sacrifice 
during the forthcoming night of the Blood 
Moon. 

The witches are aided by a hulking ogre 


called Edward (voiced by Robin Atkin Downes), 
who carries off children into the night. 

With the odds stacked against them, Hansel, 
Gretel and an enthusiastic protege (Thomas 
Mann) lay their lives on the line to save the 
children and send Muriel and her coven back 
to hell. 

With lashings of gore and potty-mouthed 
humour, Hansel & Gretel: Witch Hunters is no 
slavish retread of the Brothers Grimm. 


Wirkola splatters one crone's guts all over the 
camera lens and another set-piece reduces a 
swarm of the villainesses to chunks of airborne 
flesh and entrails. 

Renner and Arterton dispatch their prey with 
the occasional well-timed aside, both enjoying 
the physical aspects of their roles. 

However, frenetic action sequences cannot 
compensate for flimsy plotting and a paucity of 
character development.

THE HOME Builders’ 
Federation, which modestly 
describes itself as “the voice 
of the home building industry 
in England and Wales” has 
published some rather 
alarming figures which make 
sense but do nothing to uplift 
the spirits of those saving for 
a deposit on their first home. 
In a new report, the 
federation says that young 
people need to save for more 
than a decade before they 
can afford to venture on to 
the property ladder. 

Not surprisingly, this situation 
is even worse in London 
where the average young 
person in their 20s is forced 
to save for 24 years to raise 
the deposit for their first 
home. 

Twenty-four years! When I 
was a twentysomething I 
thought anyone 24 years 
older than me would more 
likely be thinking of moving 
into an old people’s home 
rather than onto the housing 
ladder. 

It’s no wonder the Home 
Builders’ Federation warns we 
are creating a locked-out 
generation. 

In England, it says the 
average person between the 
age of 22 and 29 has a 
monthly income after tax of 
£1,274, but most of this 
money must be spent on rent, 
council tax and utility bills. 
After paying these bills, they 
are left with an average of 
£557. 

If they were to save half of 
the remaining income (and 
how many do you think will 
manage that once they’ve 
paid for their food and other 
bills?) it would take 126 
months to save a deposit. 

The report assumes they put 
down a deposit of 20 per cent 
on the average first-time 
buyer’s home in England, 
currently £35,000 on a 
property costing £175,000. 
With the higher prices in 
London it would take 289 
months. 

You can see why the majority 
of first-time buyers who get 
on to the housing ladder 
today are only successful 
because they are helped by 
their parents.

J UDGING from all the initial 
press reports, it would appear 
that Mercedes has hit the 
jackpot with its CLS Shooting 
Brake. 

The second-generation saloon, or 
four-door coupe in Mercedes-speak, 
that preceded the Shooting Brake 
also got the thumbs-up and set the 
stage for a long-awaited alternative 
to the conventional premium estate 
car. 

With the basic CLS Shooting Brake 
consisting of two diesel models, it’s 
clear that beneath the sleek exterior 
it will still be considered by many as 
a workhorse vehicle. 

Sure enough, the car’s powered 
tailgate and wide, flat load bay 
ensure that it can swallow a fair 
amount of stuff - 590 litres of space 
in regular trim and 1,550 litres with 
the rear seats folded. It can’t match 
the more practical, and less 
streamlined, E-Class but that won’t 
be an issue for buyers seeking a 
more stylish yet still versatile 
alternative to a large box on wheels. 
And as sure as day follows night, the 
introduction of a new Mercedes is 
often swiftly followed by a muscular 
AMG-tuned version. Mirroring the 
CLS four-door’s high performance 
variant, the Shooting Brake also 


gains the very same AMG 5.5-litre 
turbocharged V8 petrol motor. 
Mercedes might appear to be 
powering ahead with a slew of 
AMG-badged cars, but in the firm’s 
defence there appears to be no 
shortage of demand. North America, 
Asia and the Middle East are 
enthusiastic customers, even if 
Europeans wince at the price of fuel 
these days. 

That said, Mercedes and AMG have 
made considerable improvements in 
this regard and it’s the main reason 
why power comes not from the old 
6.2-litre V8 but a turbocharged 5.5- 
litre V8. Fuel consumption and 
emissions are down while the added 
push from the turbos delivers greater 
real world flexibility for low speed 
driving and overtaking. 


On paper the car produces 557bhp 
plus a healthy 5301b/ft torque. 
Dragster-like behaviour is 
guaranteed thanks to those figures 
and sure enough 62mph can be 
reached in 4.3 seconds and the 
limited top speed is the usual 
155mph. 

Despite this hooligan-like 
performance, fuel consumption is an 
impressive 28mpg. Granted, spirited 
real world performance will likely 
see that dip, while CO 2 is an equally 
reasonable 235g/km. 

On the road the CLS Shooting Brake 
delivers a surprisingly comfortable 
ride for something with so much 
potential. The option to switch 
between suspension settings gives 
you the flexibility to firm things up 
when conditions allow. 


The now familiar AMG seven-speed 
sports auto transmission can be left 
in D for most of the time, while four 
modes offer increasing degrees of 
shift response, plus there’s the ability 
to play with a pair of chunky 
steering wheel-mounted paddles. 
Explore the car’s various settings and 
you can get it to behave or wag its 
tail like a drifting champion. With 
the latter, progress is always 
predictable, which is doubly 
impressive for a car of this size. 
Playing it straight also reaps 
rewards; the CLS is surprisingly 
agile and feels much smaller than it 
really is. 

The car’s steering is precise and, 
even in the firmest setting, the 
suspension does a good job of 
dealing with surface imperfections. 


The switch to a turbo motor might 
have reduced the decibel count 
inside the cabin - good for relaxed 
motorway cruising - but it only takes 
a quick prod of the throttle pedal to 
change all that. The result is proof 
that, despite the need to chase down 
emissions and fuel consumption, the 
AMG engineers still know how to 
make fast cars fun to drive. 

That the CLS sounds good when at 
full chat is another plus point over 
some of its more clinical rivals. 

For all the car’s performance 
attributes, the CLS Shooting Brake 
just as easily appeals to your 
practical side. Like its four-door 
cousin, the Shooting Brake 
confidently swallows a full 
compliment of adults, while the rear 
doors open wide enough to make 
access and egress straightforward. 
The car’s wide, flat load bay and 
easy-open tailgate further reinforce 
its versatile character. 

In AMG tune, Mercedes’ CLS 
Shooting Brake is no go-faster 
trinket but a genuinely capable load- 
lugger for all but the most 
demanding of owners. 

Rapid to the point of being supercar- 
fast in the right hands yet versatile 
enough to justify its price tag if you 
only want one quick car in the 
household, sometimes a niche car 
can be capable of generating 
widespread appeal.mily car that ticks 
so many boxes.

Golden girl Tftrtt racks up 
a hat-trick of world titles

LAURA Trott added another gold 
medal to her collection as she played 
a key role in helping the GB women’s 
team pursuit to their third title in a 
row at the UCI Track World 
Championships in Minsk, Belarus. 

Joining Dani King and Welsh teen¬ 
ager Elinor Barker the trio rode bril¬ 
liantly to see off Australians Annette 
Edmondson, Amy Cure and Melissa 
Hoskins on the second day of the 
championships. 

Hrlow-born Trott led out the team 
and initially it seemed the Aussies 
had the edge. But at the halfway 
stage she was awarded an OBE after 
winning double gold at last year’s 
London Olympics, put her foot on the 
accelerator and injected more pace. 

With King and 18-year-old Barker 
riding in perfect harmony, the GB 
trio were flying and coach Paul 
Manning looked on in delight track 
side as the Aussies couldn’t respond. 

The title holders crossed the finish 
line in 3:18.140, considerably slower 
than the world record of 3:14.051 set 
at the London Olympics last August, 
but it was over a second faster than 
the Aussies who clocked 3:19.913. 

After dismounting their bikes the 
GB trio hugged each other emotion¬ 
ally and were delighted with what 
they had just achieved. 

Trott, who made it a hat-trick of 
team pursuit world titles, said: “It 
was really hard, but it all seemed to 
flow really nicely which was good. 

“We changed a few things after 
qualifying to make it a bit easier and 
smoother for the final and it paid off. 

“Our times were spot on - if some¬ 


body couldn’t stay out then we went 
to the front, it was really good. 

“We’ve made this event our own, 
the only time we’ve lost it is back in 
2010. It’s just amazing - this has 
topped it off for us. 

“Obviously we wanted to win, but 
to win it for the last time is just amaz¬ 
ing.” 

Trott’s team-mates were equally 
over the moon. “It was all about stay¬ 
ing composed and we stuck to our 


guns. It means everything to me to 
win - we’ve worked so hard.” 

Trott is no longer the baby of the 
team, with Barker having taken up 
that mantle. Barker said: “I feel really 
overwhelmed. I can’t believe I’ve 
won. It hasn’t sunk in yet, I’m 
shocked. It’s above and beyond what 
I’ve dreamed of.” 

Earlier in the day the team set a 
blistering pace in qualifying, topping 
the standings with a time of 3:18.704. 


The diminutive Harlow-born racer 
said that tinkering with the format of 
the pursuit could compromise the 
quality of the event. 

“It just annoys me because it will 
just lower the standard of the event 
because not every country in the 
world will be able to get four girls let 
alone five to. 

“When it comes to the Olympics it’s 
three rounds so people chop and 
change - we didn’t but we could have 

- so it will just lower it. 

“It’s nice to have a race like at the 
Worlds between us and Australia 
where we’re head to head for 10 of the 
12 laps, but imagine not having that 

- it could be us against a ‘lesser’ 
nation and we win by miles. It 
wouldn’t be so much fun. 

“Changing it to four also changes 
the dynamic - we will have to train 
for longer. 

“When we go to Majorca for exam¬ 
ple, we do these specific efforts 
which are three minutes flat out, that 
will have to change to four minutes 
and then it’s a 20 minute thrash up a 
hill now that’s going to be 25 - it does 
change the training quite a lot.” 

Despite all of this Trott is looking 
forward to the new format. 

“I am quite excited about it, giving 
it to four people, but it’s just in terms 
of racing I think there will be less in 
it.” 

Trott will now turn her attentions to 
racing on the road. 

“I’ll have a week off straight after 
the Worlds and then I’ll start build¬ 
ing again for the road,” said Trott. 
“My first race is on April 1.” 


Laura’s Hammer blow 
ends with silver medal 


LAURA Trott was forced 
to settle for a silver in 
the multi-discipline 
omnium at the UCI World 
Track Cycling 
Championships in Minsk 
after a poor result in the 
points race on the first 
day of competition left 
her down the field. 

The Harlow-born racer 
made up for lost ground 
in the elimination race as 
she timed each lap with 
perfection until it was 
just her and arch-rival, 
American Sarah Hammer 
who were left in the 
field, and won the sprint 
to the line by a an 
emphatic margin. 

But Hammer was con¬ 
sistent in all the events 
and had built up a virtu¬ 
ally unassailable lead on 
14 points, with Trott in 
the silver medal position 
on 20. 

The final event, the 


500m time trial, saw 
Trott relying on Hammer 
slipping up to have any 
chance of retaining gold. 

It didn’t happen as 
Hammer clocked 36.053 
over the two laps to take 
sixth with Trott fourth 
(35.675). 

The American topped 
the final standings with 
20 points, with Trott sec¬ 
ond on 24 and Australian 
Annette Edmondson 
third (26). 

It was sweet revenge 
for Hammer who took 
silver at the Olympics 
behind Trott. 

Trott said: “I did my 
best and the better rider 
beat me on the day. What 
more can I do? 

“I just need to do more 
work on the group races. 
I’m really pleased to 
have come out of these 
champs with gold and a 
silver.”

A LAST-gasp Michael Akande volley 
saw Harlow Town grab a share of the 
spoils at the end of a dire derby at 
Waltham Abbey, writes ALASDAIR 
GOLD.

She’s abso¬ 
lutely brilliant!” 

Trott herself was more than happy to 
see the strength in depth of British 
cycling. 

“It’s nice to see that British cycling 
has that constant flow of riders com¬ 
ing through, that it hasn’t gone stale,” 
said Trott. “We’re still developing peo¬ 
ple and it’s not going to stop. Hopefully 
the success will carry on through to 
Rio.” 

Trott is no longer the youngest mem¬ 
ber of the team, and is delighted that 
the likes of teenager Elinor Barker 
(part of the gold medal winning pur¬ 
suit team) have emerged.

Snubbed star 
bounces back 


ANDREW Osagie sent a message 
out after his snub from new 
British Athletics chief Peter 
Eriksson with a scintillating 
performance in his final race of 
the indoor season. 

The former Burnt Mill School 
student bounced back from his 
disappointment in the 800m at 
the British Athletics Grand Prix 
in Birmingham by securing 
third in a 1,000m race in 
Stockholm, Sweden last 
Thursday. 

He was competing in the XL 
Galan meeting, a warm-up for 
the forthcoming European 
Indoor Championships, also in 
Sweden. 

The Harlow Athletic Club 
member’s time was just outside 
the British 1,000m record and 
put him in the top 10 in his last 
three events. 


Osagie clocked 2 minutes 18.78 
seconds and got his own back on 
rival Michael Rimmer, who beat 
him at Birmingham last week¬ 
end. 

The race was won by Djiboutian 
Ayanleh Souleiman, who clocked 
2:17.05. 

Osagie was surprisingly left out 
of the GB squad for the European 
Indoor Champs in Gothenburg 
which start on March 1. 

However, he will have his con¬ 
fidence fully restored after his 
brilliant display in the Swedish 
capital. 

This time was fractionally out¬ 
side Osagie’s best time in the 
1,000m of 2:18.56, which he set in 
2011. 

Rimmer was fifth in the 1,000m 
in Stockholm in a time of 2:19.20. 

GB colleague Mustafa 
Mohamed, who also beat Osagie 


in Birmingham, was back in 7th 
with a time of 2:21.13. 

Osagie tweeted: “3rd tonight in 
a time just outside the British 
1000m record! Indoor season 
finished. Top 10 in the world in 3 
events. Job done! #OsagieBoom” 

Osagie, who turned 25 on 
Tuesday last week, certainly has 
a point to prove. 

He left Birmingham last week 
bitterly disappointed despite 
clocking a season best. After his 
heroics at the Olympic Games, it 
was thought that he would still 
be named in the GB squad for 
the Euros. 

However, Eriksson decided 
otherwise. But Osagie now looks 
back on top form and he will 
simply have to make sure 
Eriksson has no choice but no 
name him in future - by beating 
his main GB rivals every time!

^ I first went into fostering when I changed my career path. I used to 
be in a city job where I was working all hours and I just didn’t have time 
for anything else. But I changed to a more local kind of working and then 
it occurred to me that, while doing that, I would be able to offer a child a 
place and would be able to be there for them. 

’ I have had nothing but total support from all my family and friends. In fact the children I look after 
become instantly part of the family. A child whom I call my eldest (he’ll be twenty this year), all of the 
family know him and love him as if he were their own and he feels as comfortable with them as he 
does with me. I knew him when he was 10-years old and he came to stay with me. He stayed here 
until he became 18 and has now moved on to university. Whenever there’s a break in university 
or a holiday he comes ‘home’ as he puts it. He’s now in his second year at university and has 
managed brilliantly well on his own means. I’m delighted to have been able to champion his 
education from such a young age. 


Working day to day in a primary school, all children of all colours and creeds look at each other 
just as people - just as friends. They don’t see the differences - just someone they can spend 
time with - and I think that’s what it is like for children. They will respond to your care for them 
and, if you can offer that, then you should definitely go for it. 99 























Penny Hemsley has been fostering for nearly 5 years and has 
cared for a wide range of children from newborn babies to teenagers. 

^ I decided I needed a career break and to get my work/life balance back. 

Fostering seemed to offer me the opportunity to do something that was fulfilling 
and rewarding. 

**The highlights of fostering are every single success whether that is helping a child learn how to play or trust 
again, or helping a mother and child on into independence. I am currently fostering an asylum seeking child 
and it has been especially rewarding as he is so keen to learn. He came to me 18 months ago as an 
unaccompanied young asylum seeker with no English and he has developed into a confident young person 
who appreciates the opportunities he is given. 

^ One thing I particularly enjoyed was seeing his joy when first encountering a swing and having to push him 
because at 13 years old, he had never experienced one and did not know how to make it work. It still makes 
me smile. My own sons are at university but come home for holidays and very much enjoy taking on the role of 
‘big brothers’ and engage really well with my foster children. 

^ The support in Essex is brilliant. I have an excellent relationship with my supervising social worker. There 
are high quality and frequent training courses available so that you can learn new skills or be refreshed on 
existing knowledge to help you with all aspects of child care and related matters. 

^ The most important support is that of other foster carers. We have monthly support group meetings which 
enable foster carers from our area to meet up and share their experiences and/or just to socialise. You get 
a lot of support from school for children who are looked after to make sure that their needs are being met. 

it If you are considering fostering, I would say don’t just think about it, make that phone call - you will not 
regret it. It may seem like a scary thing to do but once you find out a little you will be surprised how easy it is. 

I started with that first phone call thinking ‘well I will just find out a little bit more’. Now, nearly 5 years later, 

I cannot imagine anything I would rather be doing. »
